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Call to action on new 
prostitutes problem 



SORT IT OUT: High Town residents are demanding local authorities take action after more sex workers have arrived

THE arrival of young sex workers of ‘teenage age’ 
in High Town has led to fears among residents who 
say the area has become a ‘designated hub’ for 
prostitution. 

Matt Ryan, (pictured , far right) a resident in Old 
Bedford Road, has written a letter to Bedfordshire 
Police and Luton Borough Council asking what the 
authorities are doing to deter new prostitutes from 
moving into the area. 

He is being supported by Shahzad Khadam, ( pic¬ 
tured left) a shop keeper who said he is concerned 
about young sex workers he has seen in High Town 
in recent weeks. 

The police, who are two years into a five-year anti¬ 
prostitution strategy, said they have seen ‘signifi¬ 
cant improvements’ in ending the trade. 

In a joint statement with the council, the force said 
the ‘crackdown’ had resulted in a drop in com¬ 
plaints by residents and community tension. 

However, some residents have said they are not 
convinced things are going to change for the better. 

Mr Khadam said: “The new girls are teenagers and 
one of them I saw was quite short only about 5’2” 
and I am quite concerned about that. It’s a vicious 
circle.” 

He added: “In the eyes of residents it’s an impor¬ 
tant thing because we want a bit of peace. It seems 
High Town has been chosen to be a designated area 
for this and it’s becoming a hub. 

“I mentioned the new girls to the police and they 
said that they did not know where they are coming 
from. It’s like someone said to me, whoever is 
behind it is running an academy and they get new 
ones in and the old ones out.” 

In his letter, Matt Ryan said: “High Town has 
become a processing hub/centre for street prostitu¬ 
tion. If there is success in steering established 
women away from the area what does this mean to 
High Town and its residents when the gates are 
always open? 

“What is the strategy to stop new comers to the 


area and to break the link High Town has been 
labelled with?” 

Wendy Walker, a 65-year-old disabled pensioner, 
said some residents were becoming ‘demoralised’ 
by the situation. 

She added: “We had a petition with 2,000 signa¬ 
tures and what people are saying is they are so con¬ 
cerned about it. 

“You get kerb crawlers stopping and asking if you 
want business, even if you are a disabled, old pen¬ 
sioner or a pregnant woman.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokeswoman said the force 
would be ‘stepping up’ its operation and would con¬ 
tinue to work with other agencies. 


She added: “The continued police presence has 
directly impacted the level of soliciting occurring in 
the area. 

“The operation has also resulted in the detection 
of other criminality in High Town, including alcohol 
and drug-related crime and anti-social behaviour. 

“However, we are aware that the issue has not gone 
away and some residents remain concerned. 

“We want to reassure the community that we are 
committed to continuing to improve High Town 
and significantly reduce the problem. 

“Our multi-agency approach aims to support 
women to leave sex work and to lead crime free, 
healthy and happy lives.” 


‘Laughable’ 
signs try to 
stop Muslims

STICKERS claiming voting 
in the general election is 
anti-Islamic have been 
branded ‘cowardly’ by a 
Mosque youth leader. 

A series of brightly 
coloured designs have been 
plastered on lamp-posts, 
signs and walls across 
Luton and Bedford, saying 
that ‘voting for man-made 
law is Shirk associating 
with Allah’. 

Shirk is the sin of worship - 
ping someone other than 
Allah and is considered the 
biggest crime for a Muslim. 

But instead of causing the 
‘stir’ they may have expect¬ 
ed, they have been 
described by Dawood 
Masood, a youth worker at 
Luton’s Al-Hirah Mosque, 
as ‘cowardly, laughable and 
uninformed’. 

Mr Masood said: “These 
people are cowards putting 
stickers up without any 
context, as saying that 
voting on man-made law is 
anti-Islam is like saying you 
shouldn’t wear glasses or 
clothes because they are 
man-made. 

“I don’t think that these 
unfounded comments will 
deter anyone from voting.”

A COUNTRYWIDE gang of pae¬ 
dophiles is facing jail for the 
rape and assault of pre-school 
children and babies. 

Among them is Bedfordshire 
man Robin Hollyson, who plead¬ 
ed guilty to sexual assault and a 
number of rapes on a baby. 

Prosecutor Robert Davies told 
the jury at Bristol Crown Court 
that five of the gang had pleaded 
guilty to a range of offences, 
including rape of a child and con¬ 
spiracy to rape a child during 
2013 and 2014. 

He added: “This prosecution 
will take you into a world you 


A MAN who made thousands 
selling illegal steroids has been 
jailed for two years. 

Officers discovered a haul of 
the body-building and perfor¬ 
mance-enhancing drugs at the 
home of Parbez Ahmed, 23, in 
Paisley Close, Luton, when he 
was arrested for an unconnected 
offence on May 21, last year. 

Along with the large quantity of 
steroids - packaging material, 
lists of customers and accounts 
for the business were recovered. 

He was jailed at Luton Crown 
Court. Investigations showed he 
used health and fitness forums 


wish did not exist. “The evidence 
exposes the shocking interest a 
group of men had in sexually 
abusing children and babies.” 

Christopher Knight, 35, of 
Manchester; Adam Toms, 33, of 
Somerset; David Harsley, 51, of 
Humberside and Matthew Lisk, 
32, of Sussex, also entered guilty 
pleas for a range of offences. 

Two of the men, John Denham, 
49, of Wiltshire, also known as 
Benjamin Harrop, and Matthew 
Stansfield, 34, of Hampshire, 
denied the charges put to them, 
but they were found guilty by a 
jury on Wednesday. 

Both were charged with 
conspiracy to rape a child under 
13. Denham was found not guilty 
of conspiracy to rape but guilty of

Camburn admitted the offence 
of money laundering and was 
sentenced to a 12-month com¬ 
munity order with supervision. 


an alternative charge of 
conspiracy to sexually assault. 

Stansfield was found guilty of 
two counts of conspiracy to rape 
the same boy. 

The court heard none of the 
parents of the children involved 
had any idea their sons were 
being abused. 

The group were arrested 
between September 11 -25, 2014, 
after police used IP addresses to 
track Hollyson. 

The men would connect to the 
‘dark web’ - a secret untraceable 
internet - and used Skype and 
other video conferencing soft¬ 
ware to meet up online, the court 
was told. 

All seven are expected to be 
sentenced in June. 


She was also given a two- 
month curfew between 7pm and 
6am and ordered to attend the 
Stepping Stones Project. 

Detective Constable Ian 
Williams, from Bedfordshire 
Police, said: “Ahmed was mak¬ 
ing a large amount of cash from 
the illegal supply of steroids. 

“There has been an increase in 
the use of steroids by both 
women and men who are look¬ 
ing for a short cut to looking 
good - but they are incredibly 
dangerous and pose serious risks 
to health and also the risk of 
addiction.”

A FIVE-month-old baby who is too young to 
walk has not used his nappy for eight weeks 
because he has potty-trained himself. 

Little Alexander Oniciuc, who is starting to 
talk, shouts to mum Raluca and dad Finn 
who have learned to recognise his call. 

The couple say that Alex, born 
at 38 weeks after a planned 
C-section at Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital, is now following in the 
footsteps of his older sister 
Izabella, now three, who learned 
to go it alone aged just six 
months. 

NHS parenting guidelines say 
most toddlers should be potty 
trained by the age of three, 
although it usually takes them a 
year longer. 

Raluca, who runs an online 
design business, said: “I know everyone says 
‘they grow up so fast’, but this is getting 
ridiculous. I think he’s already had enough of 
being a baby. 

“We’re saving a fortune on nappies. I still 


buy them, but use one a day - just in case. 

“He’s not had any accidents for months 
now. He’s my little miracle. Apparently, boys 
develop slower than girls, but Alex seems to 
be learning faster than his big sister.” 

Raluca’s pregnancy with Izabella was 
incident-free but with Alex she developed 
gestational diabetes at 24 weeks where there 
is too much glucose in the blood. 

She recalled: “It was horrible. I spent the 
whole time paranoid I was 
going to miscarry or Alex would 
arrive stillborn. 

“I was put on a special diet, 
medication and insulin injec¬ 
tions too.” 

Like Izabella, Raluca said Alex 
would scream when he needed 
the loo but at five months old he 
completely stopped going 
unless she lifted him onto a 
potty. 

She added: “I’ve even tried to 
ignore Alex when he starts 
making noises for me to take him to the potty 
in the hope he’ll just go in his nappy, just to 
give me something to do. 

“But he literally won’t go unless I take him. 
It’s incredible really.”

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Schools in line for 
£6.7m expansion

PROPOSALS to spend more than six million 
pounds expanding two primary schools are 
set to be discussed at a council meeting 
tomorrow evening. 

An increase in demand for school places 
means that Luton Borough Council wants to 
boost capacity at Richmond Hill School and 
Wigmore Primary School. 

Richmond, a special school for children aged 
4-11 with severe learning disabilities, will 
expand from 120 to 230 places, with Wigmore 
going from 450 to 630. 

In a report, the council said demand across 
the town was ‘high’ and that some children 
were unable to secure places in their local 
schools. 

It said the number of pupils at Richmond had 
grown by 61 per cent in the last six years, while 
Wigmore had to meet growing demand in the 
east of the town. 

Under the scheme, £5m will be spent on a 
new two-storey building with 14 classrooms 
for Richmond pupils on land at Wigmore. The 
school will then operate from the new facility 
as well as its existing site in Sunridge Avenue. 

Jill Miller, headteacher at Richmond, said the 
plans were ‘exciting’. 


She said: “For me it’s almost like really old 
news because it has taken 18-months to get to 
this point. 

“It’s exciting to be in the position of having a 
new school being built, which in effect it is, 
and to continue the work we have been doing 
at Richmond. 

“The current site is a hotchpot of an exten¬ 
sion upon extension upon extension and it has 
been great to work with the architects on the 
plans.” 

The council will spend £1.75m building a 
one-storey expansion to the existing Wigmore 
Primary which will have nine classrooms, as 
well as other new facilities. 

Chris Davidson, headteacher at Wigmore, 
said: “We are excited about the prospect of 
expanding in size and getting a rebuild. 

“The expansion is not going to be the whole 
school but we have had some pupils in huts in 
the past and it’s fantastic for us because it 
means that all our children will be housed in 
the main building now. 

“The school has improved and the new build 
should be a really good looking facility. That’s 
not to say it’s not nice at the moment, but it 
will look nicer.” 

Councillors have been recommended to pass 
the proposals and if they are agreed, the work 
at both sites is expected be completed by 
September 2016.

Prison for man who 
watched friend die

A MAN who saw his friend 
bleed to death in Marsh 
Farm was jailed for 14 
months on Thursday. 

Luke Holland, 26, pleaded 
guilty to a series of crimes 
committed between July 
2013 and April last year after 
he had witnessed the murder 
of Jordan Maguire in May 
2013. 

Holland, of Denham Close, 


Luton, pleaded guilty to 
attempted burglary, two 
charges of theft, two of 
destroying property and one 
of driving while disqualified. 

He had previous convic¬ 
tions for dishonesty and drug 
offences. 

Andrew Kerry, defending, 
said he had been diagnosed 
with a personality disorder 
and a bi-polar condition. 

He asked for full credit for 
Holland’s guilty pleas. 

Holland himself addressed 
the judge via a video link 


from Woodhill Prison in 
Milton Keynes. 

On the attempted burglary, 
he said: “I am ashamed of 
myself. I was a complete and 
utter idiot.” 

At the time of the first 
offences he said he had been 
distressed after the death of 
Mr Maguire. 

He said he is now intent on 
becoming a stable family 
man. 

Judge Michael Kay QC also 
banned him from driving for 
18 months.

A RISE in the cost of town centre parking will 
help pay for improved facilities and is ‘reflec¬ 
tive' of the cost of running them, the Mall has 
said. 

Mark Broadhead, who manages the shop¬ 
ping centre, said car parking costs at its main 
site have increased for the first time since 
2008 because the centre could not hold them 
at the previous price any longer. 

Parking at the main facility has risen from £1 
an hour to £1.50 an hour, while the library car 
park has also risen by the same amount. 

Mr Broadhead said: “A lot of things in the 
world and things related to car parking have 
increased exponentially. 

“We have been holding and holding but we 
have to do this. We are looking at making the 
facility better this year but some of the prices 
have to be reflective of what it costs to run a 
car park.” 

A spokeswoman for The Mall added that the 
centre would be reducing its carbon footprint 
by closing two of its car parks overnight 
between 10pm and 6am. 

She added: “The library facility will still be 
open 24 hours a day. Closing Market and 
Central should enable us to reduce electricity 
consumption in these areas by up to a third. 
Over the last few years The Mall has invested 
heavily in our customer car parks. 

“Tariffs have not risen since 2008, however 
to continue with our planned programme of 
investment there will be an increase in park¬ 
ing from April 13.”

Pair who left victim 
scarred get 13 years

TWO young thugs who 
robbed a boy and left him 
scarred for life have been 
locked up a for a total of 13 
years. 

Their victim was stabbed in 
the face by one of them, who 
had armed himself with a 
chisel. 

On Tuesday the jury at 
Luton Crown Court heard 
that the teenager who inflict¬ 
ed the injury to the boy’s 
nose, James Shepherd (left), 
was ordered to be detained in 
a young offenders’ institution 
for eight years. 

His accomplice Jordan 
Mitchell (right), who hadn’t 
been armed, received a five 
year term. 

Both defendants were 17 
when they carried out the 
robbery last March, but this 
week the court heard they 
have now turned 18. 

They appeared for sentence 
last Thursday having been 
found guilty earlier of rob¬ 
bing the boy of his mobile 
phone. 

Shepherd, of Arrow Close in 
Luton, was also convicted of 
wounding with intent to 


commit grievous bodily 
harm. 

In addition to being con¬ 
victed of the robbery, 
Mitchell, also of Arrow Close, 
was convicted of assault 
occasioning actual bodily 
harm and common assault on 
a second youth. 

Judge Richard Foster was 
told how in the early hours of 
March 9 last year the victim, 
who can’t be named, and 
some friends were in 
Bramingham Park, Luton, 
when they were approached 
by the two defendants who 
were out looking for trouble. 


Shepherd was armed with a 
chisel which his friend was 
aware of. 

The pair ended up chasing 
the young boys into a nearby 
cul de sac. 

The court heard how the 
victim had stood up to the 
defendants refusing to hand 
over his mobile phone. 

He was attacked by the pair 
before Shepherd stabbed him 
in the area of his nose. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Foster said the victim had 
shown “considerable brav¬ 
ery” in standing up to the 
pair.

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Marathon runner 
to repay his debt

AFTER not completing it two 
years ago due to illness, a 
man is taking on the London 
Marathon to raise money for 
a charity that helped him in 
his hour of need. 

Nick Gill, a journalist from 
Luton, is taking on the chal¬ 
lenge today after falling at 
the 18 mile mark when he 
attempted the race in 2013 
due to dehydration. 

Mr Gill said: “My training 
had gone really well but it 
was a particularly cold winter 
and I didn’t react to the hot¬ 
ter temperature for the race - 
so it definitely is a lesson 
learned.” 

After he collapsed, Mr Gill 
was taken to the medical tent 
by St John’s Ambulance vol¬ 
unteers, where paramedics 
working for the charity 
helped him recover, by cool¬ 
ing him down and 
helping him take on fluids. 

He added: “Collapsing in 
2013 was a scary experience. 

“Before paramedics were 
able to cool me down my 
temperature was at a danger¬ 
ously high level - around 40C 
- and I’m just so thankful to

everyone from the St John’s 
Ambulance who looked after 
me.” 

He is using this race as a 
chance to finally complete a 
marathon, but is also raising 
money for the charity who 
helped him in is hour of need 
back in 2013. 

“After a year off I decided to 
give it another go as on a per¬ 
sonal level running a mara¬ 
thon is something I’ve always 
wanted to do. But returning 
to London is also a way of 
saying thank you to a charity 


that saves lives on a daily 
basis.” 

On his training so far for the 
event, he said: “I started 
around six months ago and 
have gradually been running 
more and more. 

“I’ve recently done two 20 
mile runs having built up the 
distance over the recent 
months. 

“I’m feeling good about it, 
I’m feeling as good as I possi¬ 
bly can and I’m feeling very 
well prepared.” 

When in the medical tent 
two years ago Mr Gill vowed 
never to take on the London 
Marathon again, but he’s now 
giving it another shot. 

He said: “I thought I’d never 
give it a go again after 2013, 
but things change. 

“I’ve taken a year off and am 
ready to give it a go again. 

“The weather for training 
has been a bit warmer this 
time around but, whatever 
the temperature on the day, 
I’m aiming to do it in around 
four hours but I’ll slow down 
a bit if it’s a hot day. 

“I won’t be making the same 
mistake again as I did before 
as I’m desperate to get my 
hands on that medal this 
time around.”

THERE are many reasons 
people cross borders and 
settle overseas. 

Some are driven by a sense 
of adventure and the need 
to experience something 
new, while others are forced 
by circumstances beyond 
their control. 

For Irina Bucsa, it was a 
passion for the English lan¬ 
guage and a chance to study 
at the University of 
Bedfordshire that saw her 
leave her native Romania six 
years ago and travel over 
1,500 miles to Luton.

WHAT happens when three guys who 
between them do breakdancing, park- 
our and tricking (martial arts mixed 
with acrobatics) come together? They 
start their own circus troupe, of course. 

Well, things were not so clear for Beren 
D’Amico, Charlie Wheeller and Louis Gift 
when they first met four years ago at the 
National Centre for Circus Arts. 

At the time, they were all engrossed in 
their individual disciplines until the sim¬ 
ilarities between the different arts 
brought them together. 

In the final year of their studies they 
won funding from Deutsche Bank for a 
business idea they had to pitch as part of 
an assignment. 

With that money the trio started their 
circus company Barely Methodical 
Troupe and have since gone on to per¬ 
form at events such as the Edinburgh 
Fringe Festival and the Adelaide Fringe 
Festival. 

They will be bringing their award-win¬ 
ning show, entitled Bromance, to Luton, a 
show about friendship and how it devel¬ 
ops over a period of time. 

So what is group all about? 

Beren said: “The company is our main 
focus now and luckily for us, we are doing 
what we wanted to do when we started, 
which is a have our own contemporary 
circus company.

“We have been abroad and we are doing 
things we want to be doing. Creating the 
theme for the show was harder than cre¬ 
ating the moves. 

“I think that from our three years of 
doing the degree, we have had our moves 
set since graduation. We racked our 
brains and thought we were too young to 
make it difficult or political, so we 
thought we’d make something that we 
can relate to because we are three guys.” 

The group has a packed touring sched¬ 
ule over the next few months, with 16 
performances in May as well as an 
appearance in Brazil penned in for June. 

Beren said they spend up to five hours a 
day training and perfecting their moves 
when they are not on tour, including a 
few moves he said have a ‘degree of risk’. 

What can people who watch the show 
expect? 

He said: “A lot of people have a precon¬ 
ceived image of what a circus is, with all 
the traditional stuff, but we are more set 
in the theatre and it’s a lot of physical 
theatre. 

“We have a narrative the audience can 
follow and engage with. It’s like a new 
twist on the circus. 

“We have found that it’s been well 
received and we’ve won awards at 
Edinburgh and Adelaide. 

“When we performed in Edinburgh it 
was more like a rough performance but 
in Adelaide it was more ready and pol¬ 
ished.”

REVIEW 

LORD OF THE DANCE _ 

Milton Keynes Theatre 

Today, 2.30pm and 8pm 

GENUINELY keen to learn more 
about Irish culture and see up- 
close the faster-than-flying foot¬ 
work I’d admired as a child, the 
show’s endless intro of increas¬ 
ingly bizarre projections came as 
a something of a shock. 

Michael Flatley’s ‘Lord of the 
Dance: Dangerous Games’ and 
team of world-class dancers sold 
out glamourous cities all over the 
world and ‘wowed’ audiences in 
the West End. As the audience at 
Milton Keynes Theatre was 
reminded. Relentlessly, with 
deafening voiceover. For ten min¬ 
utes. 

The show kicks off with a 
strange projection of an enor¬ 
mous devilish face cackling at 
‘Little Spirit’- an eye-wateringly 
flexible sprite in a felt dinosaur 
jumpsuit. 

This formed the basis of the 
show’s plot: a battle between 
good and evil fought with a tin 
whistle, beat-dropping robots 
and Irish dancing. 

Flatley’s dancers, at least, lived 
up to the hype. The master him¬ 
self didn’t make an appearance 
on the Milton Keynes Theatre 
stage but his dedicated dance 
company hardly need babysitting. 

The Lord of the Dance is 
Morgan Comer, a world champi¬ 


on dancer who learnt the trade in 
Belfast, hand-picked for the lead 
role by Flatley himself. 

Comer is a vivacious lead who 
pilots his dancing troupe with 
energy and character. His talent¬ 
ed team tap and twirl at blinding 
speed and at times The Lord of 
the Dance runs the risk of being 
de-throned by his own backing 
dancers. 

It is a shame Flatley chose to 
backdrop his show with distract¬ 
ing and creepy projections, rang¬ 
ing from unicorns munching on 
colourful daisies to flying strings 
of red Celtic knots. 

They only served to bolster the 
show’s weird feel and sterile, 
disjointed storyline. 

Watching some of the world’s 
best traditional Irish dancers 
thrum to the bodhran beat in 
perfect time was a pleasure but 
the show’s roadshow structure 
was, for me, excruciating. 

Some may have found the 
dancers’ plastic smiles, nailed in 
place for two straight hours, wel¬ 
coming. I found them terrifying. 

Still, the performance literally 
raised the ceiling - MK Theatre 
normally lowers its ceilings for 
this type of production. But hard¬ 
core Flatley fans turned out in 
their droves and I can only pre¬ 
sume they were there for the 
quality traditional dancing, not for 
saucy dance sequences with 
Comer and his troupe stripping 
off their Celtic outfits. 

Dance sequences were broken 
up by electric performances from 


two violinists and singer ‘Erin the 
goddess’, played by Rachael O’ 
Connor, made up for the musi¬ 
cal’s bland lyrics with enthusi¬ 
asm but the overall effect was 
that of a Eurovision song contest 


power ballad: England, 18 points, 
32nd place. 

Lord of the Dance takes to the 
Milton Keynes stage for its final 
shows today, with performances 
at both 2.30pm and 8pm.

Orders open in the UK for 
VW’s new Golf Estates 



ORDER BOOKS OPEN: First deliveries of new VW Golf Estates in August 


UK order books have opened for 
Volkswagen’s trio of hot Golf 
Estates - the Golf R and GTD 
Estates and the Golf Alltrack- 
ahead of first deliveries in 
August. 

The R and GTD Estates boast all 
the attributes of their popular 
hatchback counterparts, with 
like for like trims, but bootspace 
is increased from 380 litres to 605 
litres - and up to 1,620 litres 
when the rear seats are folded 
flat. Power outputs range from 
110 PS in Alltrack which is availa¬ 
ble with three engines, through 
184 PS in the GTD to 300 PS in 
the range-topping R model. The 
Alltrack and the R Estate also 
gain 4MOTION four-wheel drive. 

Like the Golf R hatch, the Golf R 
Estate is powered by a 2.0-litre 
four-cylinder turbocharged TSI 
petrol engine. Maximum power 
is 300 PS from 5,500 to 6,200 rpm 
while maximum torque of 380 
Nm is available from 1,800 up to 
5,500 rpm. In this new car, 
standstill to 50 mph takes just 3.8 
seconds and top speed is elec¬ 
tronically limited to 155 mph. 


Style and spec-wise, the Golf R 
Estate follows all the cues of its 
hatchback sibling, though the 
Estate is only available with a six- 
speed DSG gearbox. 

The Golf GTD Estate is, quite 


simply, a booted version of 
Volkswagen’s iconic long-dis¬ 
tance sports cruiser. The new 
estate model has at its heart a 
2.0-litre common rail TDI engine 
which produces 184 PS from 


3,500 to 4,000 rpm. Maximum 
torque is 280 Nm from 2,500 to 
5,000 rpm. The benchmark 0 to 
62 mph sprint takes 7.9 seconds, 
with a top speed of 143 mph. Yet 
the Golf GTD Estate lives up to its 
benchmark economy, returning 
64.2 mpg on the combined cycle, 
with C02 emissions of just 115 g / 
km. A six-speed manual gearbox 
is standard, while a six-speed 
DSG version is available at £1,415. 

The Golf Alltrack follows in the 
footsteps of the Passat Alltrack 
which first went on sale in the 
UK in 2012 and closes the gap 
between the on- and off-road 
worlds, both visually and techni¬ 
cally. It features a standard 
4MOTION all-wheel drive sys¬ 
tem, off-road driving profile, 
higher ground clearance, and is 
styled to match its off-road cre¬ 
dentials with flared wheelarches 
and side sills for added protec¬ 
tion, as well as newly designed 
bumpers. Three engines are 
available for UK customers. 

These comprise a 1.6-litre TDI 
110 PS, 2.0-litre TDI 150 PS and 
2.0-litre TDI 184 PS.

Toyota Yaris 

Take a look inside ... 


The Toyota Yaris has been 
Europeanised with sharper 
styling, a better quality interior, 
retuned suspension, better 
refinement and tweaks to 
improve efficiency across the 
board. What was already a class 
act has just become genuinely 
hard to overlook. 

With most facelifts, the driving 
dynamics are left well alone. Not 
here. Customers had 
commented that the interior 
refinement of the Yaris wasn’t 
among the better superminis, so 
Toyota has acted decisively, 
stiffening the body, fitting a 
revised torsion beam rear 
suspension, improving steering 
response, changing the springs 
and dampers for better body 
control, adding better 
soundproofing material, fettling 
the diesel engine and altering the 
aerodynamics to reduce wind 
noise. 

Four engines are available. 

The quieter 1.4-litre diesel, a 
hybrid that now features better 
fuel economy, and two petrol 
engines. The 1.33 petrol engine’s 
exhaust system is now better 
insulated and the three-cylinder 
1.0-litre powerplant has had 
a lot of budget thrown at it. 
Performance is better and noise 


and vibration have been cut. 
Significant reduction in 
frictional losses has also brought 
this engine’s emissions down 
below lOOg/km. 

The Yaris takes its styling 
influence from the second 
generation Aygo citycar, with the 
X-shaped frontal graphic giving 
it a far sharper look. It’s now a 
more assertive-looking design 
and Europeans like that. The 
interior has also come in for a 
restyle, with a narrower upper 
instrument panel, a sleeker 
door panel and a centre console 
that’s been raised by 23mm 
so that the length of the gear 
lever can be reduced by 30mm, 
improving the ergonomics of 
gear changes. The Toyota Yaris 
was one of those cars that grew 
on you. It didn’t have the force 
of personality to impress you 
with sheer showroom wow 
factor. The latest model ups its 
game quite markedly in that 
regard. Don’t for one moment 
think that Toyota has given into 
superficiality, favouring style over 
substance. This is far more than 
just a cosmetic makeover, with 
a retuned chassis, improved 
refinement, better handling 
and ride and superior efficiency 
measures across the board.

Miracle needed now

IT shouldn't have ended like this but an Elliot 
Justham 81st minute howler has all but killed 
Luton Town's play-off dreams. Who'd be a 
goalkeeper? 

The 24-year-old penned a new two-year con¬ 
tract on Thursday and, after such an exemplary 
run in the team - deputising for Mark Tyler - 
this was no kind of reward. It was not kind at 
all. 

This crushing defeat against ten-man 
Southend United came as the Hatters stopper 
let a harmless long range Michael Timlin shot 
through his legs. 


Manager John Still said: “Unfortunately a 
young man, that has come into the team and 
done remarkably well, has made a mistake. 
That’s all part and parcel of football. 

“We felt we did everything right, but games 
sometimes hinge on one moment of magic or 
one mistake and unfortunately it was one mis¬ 
take today. 

“That defines your career sometimes. He’s 
made a mistake. He’ll make more. Maybe not as 
crucial but he’ll make more. That’s part and 
parcel of what he’s going through, learning to 
do the job. 

“He’s done remarkably well at the job and all of 
us, to a man, the whole dressing room, feels for 
him.” 

It was a cruel and fatal finish to Town’s first 
term back in the Football League for five years, 
but there are bigger reasons than a painful case 
of butter fingers for the way Luton have blown 
their promotion bid. 

The feeling has been for some time that it 


would not end in success, but it’s the hope that 
kills you. 

Now there’s none, bar a mathematical mira¬ 
cle on the final day of the campaign. 

Realistically, a relentless March of nothing 
but defeats is rarely the stuff of promotion 
dreams, while their season-long inability to 
put the ball in the back of the net has finally 
caught up with them. 

At Roots Hall they only had to wait 70 seconds 
for Elliot Lee to squander their best chance, 
hitting the net stanchion with the goal gaping. 

The Shrimpers’ unlikely victory - after they 
had been ludicrously reduced to ten men in the 
67th minute - moved them into the top three 
with automatic promotion now in their hands. 

While Luton could theoretically still join 
them in League One next term, it would take a 
freak result next week against Stevenage, them¬ 
selves guaranteed a place in the end of season 
shake-up. 

Plymouth’s victory over Tranmere sees them

A half-time team-talk did little to reverse the 
route of the traffic and Cassidy steered a Ben 
Coker cross just wide of the upright, Corr vol¬ 
leyed over and Adam Barrett did likewise with 
a header. There was half an hour to play by this 
point and with a Luton goal looking unlikely 
Lee departed for former Shrimper Luke 
Guttridge. 

But their chances of a result were improved greatly in the 
67th minute when Coker brought Whalley down as he ran 


through on goal. 

After some baffling cautions for Town players, referee Iain 
Williamson excelled himself by dismissing the United man, 
though he was not the last defender. Still and skipper Steve 
McNulty both admitted afterwards that it was harsh. 

But, for the first time in living memory, the visitors were on 
the right end of an official’s howler. 

Lady Luck wasn’t on Town’s side for long however, though 
the momentum did shift for a short period as the Hatters 
pushed for a winner but, inevitably, couldn’t hit the net. 

Justham had to dive low to keep out long range drives from 
Corr and Barrett. But then came the gaffe. It will be the stuff 
of nightmares for weeks to come. 

The dreams, for this term at least, are dead.

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No blame for Justham as 
play-off bid all but dies

STEVE McNulty admitted 
that Luton’s chances of a 
play-off place died with 
defeat to ten-man 
Southend United - but 
refused to lay any blame on 
goalkeeper Elliot Justham. 

The young stopper let 
Michael Timlin’s tame shot 
through his legs in the 81st 
minute in a game that Town 
could not afford to lose as 
they chased down 
Plymouth for the last spot 
in the top seven. 

Even a draw would have 
given the Hatters hope for 
the final day of the season 
against Stevenage and 
while there is an outside 
mathematical chance of 
rescuing their season, the 
captain believes they have 
blown their chance. 

Plymouth are three points 
ahead and their goal differ¬ 
ence is better than Luton’s 
by eight, meaning the 
Hatters would need a mas¬ 


sive swing to creep above 
them with only one match 
left to come. 

“I’m a realist,” McNulty 
said, adding: “I think it has 
gone. Stevenage is going to 
be a tough game. 

“They’re in the play-offs 
themselves and they’re not 
going to come and let the 
game be wide open. 

“We’d have to win four or 
five nil. I’m not saying it is 
out of the question but it’s 
going to be a really big ask. 

“If you’re a realist, if you’re 
a betting man, you wouldn’t 
bet on it, to be honest.” 

It was the cruellest of 
blows as Justham, who 
signed a new two-year deal 
on Thursday, was one of the 
few players to emerge with 
any credit from a March in 
which Luton lost every 
game to slip out of the top 
seven. 

McNulty said: “It’s the 
position he plays in. He 
makes a rick and it goes in 
and it’s going to be high¬ 
lighted, but it’s not just him. 

“As a back four we should 
have been pushed up more 


and been tighter to the man 
shooting. Before he’d even 
had the shot it should have 
been stopped at source. 

“He’s made a mistake, 
he’ll hold his hands up, but 
he’s come on leaps and 
bounds over the last 18 
months. 

“He’s kept us in the game, 
made a few good saves, and 
he’s kept us in games over 
the last few weeks, so he 
won’t need much picking up. 

“He’s a big character and 
we’ll all get around him, 
put our arms around him 
and he’ll be fine. It’s not just 
him, it could have been 
stopped at source.” 

Town will, barring a foot¬ 
ball miracle, have their fate 
of another year in League 
Two confirmed next week. 

McNulty said: “If we don’t 
make the play-offs we’ve 
got to dust ourselves down, 
become stronger as a group, 
better as players and as a 
club and start preparing for 
next season and hopefully 
have another crack at it 
next season.”
